1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection.

ACKNOWLEDGMENT OF AMENDMENT, REMARKS AND STATUS OF THE 
CLAIMS 

2. The amendment and remarks filed 5/6/03 are acknowledged, entered and considered. In 
view of Applicant's request claims 1-3 have been amended. Thus, claims 1-16 are now pending 
in the application. The rejections under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) over the prior art of record is 
withdrawn in view of Applicant's amendment and remarks filed 5/6/03. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Independent claims 1- 
3 as currently amended are limited to administering a protein source that comprises a whey 
protein and a protein mixture which stimulates the amino acid profile of whey protein consisting 
a specific formulation as amended in claims 1-3. Thus, the prior art of record does not disclose 
or teach or suggest the claimed formulation in the manner claimed in independent claims 1-3 and 
dependent claims thereof.
